STADIUM FINANCES ._-— 


It is quite confusing to the average person - the 
Many arguments and counter arguments about apro- 
posed Stadium in Wilmington, anda proposed Stadium 
in Boston, 

_ Basically both are similar, capable of seating 
about 50,000 people, with an adjacent arena capable 
of seating about 18,000, There the similarity ends, 

The Wilmington stadium would be built by private 
businessmen, at a cost of $34,000,000. 

The Boston stadium would be built by money 
financed by the sale of $98 millions in bonds, which 
would be guaranteed, as are many bonds, by the 
state, 

There is some evidence that a part of the $98 
millions would be raised solely for the purpose of 
paying interest and principal on the bonds for the 
first few years, If this is true it can be labeled as 
an ‘intersting thought’. , 

Consider the Oid Age Housing, in Wilmington, 
The buildings were built ina swampy area which paid 
but little taxes to the town, The money came from 
the sale of bonds, ona40year basis, with state back- 
ing. Without state backing the bonds would have had 
to pay a much higher rate of interest, and it is to 
be doubted if they could have been sold, 

Instead of taxes, the Wilmington Old Age Housing 
Pays the town a ‘nominal amount’ each year ~ which 
amount happens to be $1.° This is not much smaller 
in size than the town was receiving from taxes of 
the one-time swamp. 

Thus it may be argued that the Old Age Housing 
Authority does not cost the taxpayer any appreciable 
money. The bonds are being paid offfrom the income 
and the only money the taxpayer loses, directly is 
a couple of dollars formerly paid intaxes on a swamp 

By and large the proposal for the Boston stadium 
is ofthe same variety, It would be built on the former 
South Station site, plus the site of other properties, 
The stadium authority confidently expects that they 
will pay a sum of money ‘in lieu of taxes’, 

How much were the taxes on South Station and 
the other real estate? Can those taxes be compared 
‘to, the Wilmington swamp, or would the Boston tax- 
Payers be losing a proportionately larger sum of 
money? 

The Boston taxpayer would be losing many 
thousands of dollars, in taxes not received, 

And there is more, 

Presumably the bonds for the Boston Stadium, 
would be paid off in the same manner that the bonds 
for the Old Age Housing in Wilmington is being paid- 
from income, But there are many indirect admis- 
sions that the income from the Boston stadium 
would be insufficient. 

That authority, for instance, wants to include 
some of the revenues from a proposed garage, to be 
built by the Massachusetts Port Authority, In other 
words. the proposal 1s to divert money from one au- 
thority to another, There are people inthe MPA who 
are unhappy about this, and for good reason, 

There are other gimmicks too, all of which are 
designed to make the Boston authority bonds look 
more attractive to the banking fraternity. 

There is a proposal, for instance, to have the 
state make a ‘Deficiency Pledge’ for those bonds, 
Translated this means that the taxpayers would really 
become the co-signers of the notes, and while some 
sportsmen might be making money, the taxpayers 
would only be sharing more of their unhappy burden,

Count Rumford’s 
Medals and 


Experiments 
are on display 


The birthplace of Benjamin 
Thompson, a Woburn boy whoonce 
taught in Wilmington schools, and 
was knighted by the King of Eng- 
land, and enobled in Bavaria, is 
being readied for an exhibit of his 
works, It will be opened to the 
public today. 

Benjamin Thompson was not only 
@ versatile practical inventor, he 
was on the first great physicists of 
modern times, a military wizard, 
a philanthropist, and, above all, a 
theoretician of heat and light, 
whose experiments helped to fur- 
nish the foundations of modern 
physics, 

The exhibit should be of particu- 
lar interest to students, It is held 
in the home of Count Rumford, on 
Elm Street in North Woburn, now 
the home of the Rumford Histor- 
{eal Society, the society which, 
incidently, erected the monument 
to the Baldwin Apple, on Chestnut 
Street, in S, Wilmington, 

The models on exhibit were 
originally constucted for the Am- 
erican Academy of Arts and Scien- 
ces by Dr. Sanborn Brown, Pfo- 
fessor of Physics at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
and have been loaned to the Rum- 
ford Society for this special display 

Owners of old homes, Colonial 
and post-Colonial, will be specially 
interested in the display of one of 
the practical inventions of Count 
Rumford ~ two types of fireplaces, 
‘There are displays of the Chimney 
fireplace, and the kitchen fireplace 

Chimneys in the Colonial days 
were little more than large holes 
linking a fireplace to the roof of 
the building. 

Rumford, having discovered the 
laws of convection currents, rea~ 
soned that the old style fireplaces 
smoked because there was no clear 
ly defined paths for the rising and 
descending air currents to follow. 

Thus, when he designed the mo- 
dern fireplace, the Count intro- 
duced the smoke shelf, which sets 
up orderly convection currents, 

And he designed the sloping back 
andthe bevelled walls of the modern 
fireplace, which project and reflect 
the heat from the fire into the room, 

So completely did Rumford solve 
the problems of the fireplace that 
essentially no improvements have 
been made in chimney construction 
since, 

Rumford fireplaces became the 
pride of London houses, and itwas 
extremely fashionable for the soc- 
fal leaders of that city to say that 
the Count had personally fixed their 
fireplace. 

In New England post-Colonial 
homes can be dated by the type of 
construction in fireplaces and chim 
neys, because of this feature, and 
it often serves as a valauble clue 
in dating the construction of a home 

The kitchen fireplace, also.on 
display, developed out of Rum- 
ford’s studies of the motion of heat- 
ed gases, 

In the 18th century food was pre- 
pared over or directly in front of 
an open fire, Rumford’s great 
contribution was to enclose the fire 
and to design stoves and kettles so 
that a maximum amount of heat 
would be transferred from the fire

Public safety, and speéding on 
Shawsheen Avenue were two of the 
more important topics discussed 
in the Board-of Selectmen’s meet- 
ing, Monday night, 

Bob Leahy of Woburn Street 
reported to the board that he had

Don Farnham 
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Recommended to receive DFC 


A 25 year old Wilmington 
School graduate, who sendy as 
@ chestfull of medals, has been 
recommended to receive the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, 

Donald Farnham, husband of the 
former Betty Small of Middlesex 
Avenue, and son of Mr and Mrs 
Robert S Farnham of Wildwood 
Street has been recommended for 
the DFC for heroism while engaged 
in aerial flight in connection with 
military operations against enemy 
forces, on January 27, 1966, 

Capt. Farnham, commands Com- 
Pany A of the 501st Aviation Bat- 
talion, It is better known in the 
area where the fighting is taking 
Place as the ‘Firedbird’ Company. 

There are three platoons in the 
company, a small but elite group 


been graduated from the helicopter 
School, and won his second Lieu- 
tenant’s commission in the Army, 

He served eight months in Viet- 
nam, on that occasion, and a total 
of 18 months with the UTT Armed 
Helicopter Company, This com- 
Pany was formed in 1961 in Oki- 
nawa, spent some time in Thailand 
in 1962, and then went to Saigon. 
They were the first ‘Huey’s’ in 
Vietnam at that time, and it was 
this company that developed the 
concept of the present Armed Hel!~ 
copters, 

Now there are over 1400 helicop- 
ters in Vietnam, most of them 
‘Huey’s’, and many of them armed, 

There are three basic kinds of 
armed helicopters, the ‘Hog’, the 
‘Frog’, and the ‘Toad’,

of men who fly the armed helicop- 
ters - one of the’most dangerous 
jobs in Vietnam, 

‘They are based at Bien Hoa, and 
do their fighting in between the tree 
tops and 1500 feet elevation over 
such places as War Zones ‘C’ and 
‘p’, the Bo Loi Forest, the Iron 
Triangle, and Ben Cat, - places 
that appear as names in the news- 
papers back home nearly every day 

The job ofan armedhelicopter is 
to support and protect the unarmed 
ones ~ those who carry the troops 
and the cargo, 

The helicopters get hit by ground 
fire about every third mission, The 
men in Captain Farnham’s Compa- 
ny fly about 500 missions a year. 
20 helicopters have been shot down 
in the past year, Ofthese, eighteen 
were recovered in repairable con- 
dition, The other two were des~ 
troyed, at the scene of the crash, 
but all crews were recovered safe~ 
he Capt, Farnham is now on his 
second tour of duty-in Vietnam, 

His first tour of duty started in 
October 1962, Shortly after he had 


The Hog is armed with 24 2.75 
inch rockets on a side, The Frog is 
armed with 12 rockets on a side, 
and carries a 40 mm, grenade 
launcher in the nose, The Toadhas 
seven rockets, and two mounted 
7,62 machine guns on each side, 
Each helicopter has a gunner on 
each side, and these men can pour 
it out, as the saying is, at a rate 
that is unbelieveable, 

Every Armed Platoon uses dif- 
ferent tactics, There are eight 
helicopters to a platoon, so that 
Capt, Farnham is in command of 
24 helicopters, 

Capt. Farnham likes to fly at an 
altitude of between 800 and 1500 
feet, until he finds a target, or 
draws enemy fire, Then he moves 
down to tree top level, or maybe 
300 feet, depending on the terrain, 
for an assault, 

The choppers fly at 80 knots, 
no matter what level, but the lower , 
they are, the faster they appear to 
be moving, making it harder for a 
gunman on the ground to follow and 
‘lead’ the ship properly. 


Helicopters have been shot down 
with 50 caliber machine guns flying 
under 3000 feet, and the VC have 
Plenty of 50s, At the level- the 
armed helicopters must fly to do 
their job, a good man with a shot 
gun could bring them down. 

On the 8th of November 1965, 

while Capt, Farnham was leading 
a light fire team of two aircraft, 
a ‘Hog’ and a ‘Toad’ the Frog was 
shot down near Ham Tan, south- 
east of Bien Hoa, and withina mile 
of a VC company.. The two heli-~ 
copters were supporting ground 
elements. performing reconnaiss- 
ance, 
‘The terrain was thick jungle, 
but the Frog managed to autoro- 
tate into a clearing just bigenough 
for two helicopters to land, 

Farnham, in the Hog, immed- 
jately expended his rockets, and 
dumped his rocket pods, to make 
his ship light enough to hover and 
descend vertically into the jungle 
to pick up the crew of the Frog, 

There were no other armed 
helicopters in the area to fly de- 
fensive cover for him, at thistime 
nor were the ground troops close 
enought to support them, 

Once Farnham had lifted the 
crew to safety he returned to the 
jungle clearing to strip the downed 
helicopter of its weapons, radios 
and other equipment that might be 
useful to the VC, and then de- 
Stroyed the rest of the helicopter, 

All told he made five trips into 
this area, over a two hour and for- 
ty five minute period, and into the 
ensuing darkness, knowing all the 
time that the Viet Cong were only 
minutes away from the downed 
aircraft, His daring courage and 
determination enabled the evacu- 
ation of all personnel, all reco- 
verable items of equipment, and 
documents. 

On January 27, 1966, Captain 
Farnham distinguished himself fur 
ther by exceptionally valorous ac- 
tions while serving as fire team 
leader of three armed helicopters 
in support of a special forces 
assault operation on an estimated 


battalion of Viet Cong at the Gan jf 


Khoi Rubber Plantation. 


Upon arriving at the area, his | 


aircraft received intense automa~ 
tie weapons and small arms fire 
from well-fortified Viet Cong pos- 
itions, 

With complete disregard for his 
personal safety, Captain Farnham 
dauntlessly led his fire team inthe 
attack upon the hostile emplace- 
ments. He continuously exposed 
himself to the barrage of hostile 
fire while making passes to place

There are models of apparatus 
used by Rumford in the course of 
his most famous theoretical dis~ 
coverles, The first illustrates 
the radiation of heat from different 
kinds of substances, and the second 
concerns the most famous of all 
Rumford’s contributions, the ex- 
periment reported in 1798 as ‘An 
Inquiry Concerning the Source of 
the Heat which is excited by Fric- 
tion’ 

It was generally accepted, prior 
to that time, that heat was a subtle 
fluid called caloric; Rumford sup- 
ported an opposing theory that heat 
was a form on energy, 

As Inspector General of the Ar- 
tillery of the Bavarian Army, he 
was greatly impressed with the 
amount of heat generated in the 

The experiment he undertook 
was one of several he used to dis- 
prove the existance of caloric, 

Rumford had cannons bored un- 
der water, and he measured the 
time it took the water to boil, 

In this way he obtained a measure 
of the amount of heat produced, 
He found that no matter how longhe 
kept the experiment going, the 
length of time it took the water to 
boll, starting from room temper- 
ature, Was always the same. 

Thus he concluded that the quan- 
tity of heat produced did not seem 
to diminish no matter how long the 
drill was actually running, 

While he did not disprove the 
caloric theory, he diddemonstrate 
@ real connection between heat and 
mechanical work, and his experi- 
ment was used by later scientists 
in their attempts to understand the 
nature of heat, 

in addition to the models, visi- 
tors to the exhibit will also be able 
to view a number of Rumford me- 
dals awarded to outstanding scien- 
tists by the American Adademy of 
Arts and Sciences, 

In 1796 Count Rumford proposed 
to the Royal Society of London, and 
to the American Academy in Bos- 
ton that they each establish an 
award for notable discoveries in 
the field of heat and light, 

To finance the awards he gave 
each institution five thousand dol- 
lars, The amount has multiplied 
te--such an extent that current 
recipients of the award from the 
American Adademy not only re- 
ceive the two medals, one goldand 
the other silver, as stipulated in 
Rumford’ s bequest, but a monetary 
award as well, 

Today the Rumford prices are 
considered as one of the highest
